Prospects of Peace. | 

The end of an exciting week. finds 
Ireland divided between hopes and fears. 
@n the one hand, the writings and 
speeches of Republican politicians con- 
tinue to breathe haughty defiance of 
the people’s will; and Mr. Roderick 
O'Connor's forces still occupy public 
buildings at an increasingly heavy cost 
to the trade of Dublin. On the other hand, 
the week has seen a definite movement in 
the direction of peace. Ten officers—five 
from each army—have su; ggested a modus 
vivendi on the basis of an agreed election. 
Dail Eireann has appointed a committee 
of ten persons to consider these proposals. 
They were in session yesterday and will 
meet again to-day. In the meanwhile a 
body of officers—who were joined yesta- 
day by Mr. Roderick O’Connor—has 
arranged a brief truce between the rival 
forces. It was to have terminated next 
Monday, but it was extended yesterday 
until Wednesday, when the Dail will meet 
to consider the report of the committee of 
ten. At the least, a certain measure of 
quiet is assured to a distracted country 
during the next few days. We hope 
earnestly that the negotiations will have 
really substantial results, but we shall 
not invite our readers to indulge in pre- 
mature rejoicing. It will-be time enough 
to thank God and take courage when we 
learn that peace has been won—and won 
at a price that Ireland can afford to pay. 

Nevertheless, this “ pause before action ”’ 
is in itself a significant and hopeful thing. 
The soldiers who have proposed a basis 
of agreement do not merely shrink from 
the horrors of civil war—do not merely 
realise that their country is being ruined 
by the present conditions of rapine and 
disorder, They recognise the supremacy 
of the people's will, They admit “the 
fact that a majority of the people of 
Ireland are willing to accept the Treaty, 
and they admit the country’s title to a free 
election on that issue. These admissions 
sound the death-knell of military dictator- 
ship. There can be no return now by any 
politician or soldier to the claim that a 
national army is a law unto itself, or 
that any autocrat, however self-sufficient, 
who plans a coup d état against his country 
is anything but his country’s enemy. We 
find a further significance in the new pro- 
posals for peace. While they are due, in 
part, to the patriotism and common-sense 
of the men who make them, they are also 
an echo of the people's own voice, We 
have not ceased to urge public opinion to 
assert itself. It began to assert itself a 
few weeks ago, and the results have been 
encouraging and swift. The politicians and 
soldiers had forgotten the electors—or 
seemed to have forgotten them. The 
action of the Irish Labour Party, the 
protest of the Irish ratepayers and the 
resolutions of other public bodies have 
shown that the electors refuse to be 
ignored. 

The people must keep what. they have 
won, There must be no relaxation of their 
vigilance; for vital issues are still at 
stake, <A military settlement is an urgent 
necessity) but it is not the mest urgent 
necessity, and it must not be the result 
of any bargaining away of the people's 
rights. We understand that the Pro- 
visional Government has fixed the 15th 
June as the date of the elections. No 
justification for any further postponement 
is conceivable, The military leaders admit 
the electors’ claim to be consulted, and 
the arguments for a general election at 
the first possible moment are overwhelm- 
ing, There can be no real security or 
progress in Southern Ireland. until we 
have a stable Government, founded on the 
country’s will. There can be no true 
unification of the army until it is imposed 
by the people, speaking through the 
mouth of their elected representatives. 
Dail Eircann has no excuse for ignorance 
of the country’s immediate needs. It must 
help the Provisional Government to restore 
public order, to stop the ruinous campaign 
against trade and commerce, to protect 
the homes of good Irishmen from invasion, 
and to submit the Treaty to a prompt 
and free vote of the electors. If all these 
things can be secured by the modus rivendi 
which is now under consideration, the 
whole country will be heartily thankful ; 


things must be secured. Conflicting 
interests ought to be weighed with the 
nicest care, but no man or party can be 
permitted to throw a mutinous sword into 


the scale.

Motor Accidents. 


To-day we print reports of inquests on 
two victims of motor accidents in Dub- 
lin. In one case a boy of fire years of 
age was knocked down and “ killed 
by a military despatch rider; in 
the other a  Ilabouring te was 
killed by an armowred car. The verdict 
of the Coroner's jury in the first case 
should be a warning) to all drivers of 
motor cars, whether they are soldiers or 
civilians. “ The jury considered that the 
cyclist was travelling at an excessive 
speed, without meens of giving warning, 
and that the child lost his life as a result 
of the cyclists _ negligence.” 
accidents are far too frequent in 
Dublin. The police regulations in regard 
to speed in the street seen» to be a dead- 
letter; for at almost any hour of the day 
motor cars and motor cycles may be seen 
dashing through the busiest thoroughfares 
in the city at a break-neck speed. The 
practice is not confined to military 
drivers, although many of them seem 
to have very little regard for the public 
safety. Civilians are just as bad, and, in 
view of the general craze for speed, the 
number of fatal accidents is providentially 
small. We are glad that a Coroner’s jury 
has spoken out in this matter. The 
owners of motor cars have their rights 
as well as any other section of the com- 
munity, but in a busy city pedestrians 
should have priority of consideration. It 
is true that the Dublin public is extra- 
ordinarily reckless of its own safety, and 
that people ought to be far more careful 
than they are. Nevertheless, all the 
caution in the world will not prevent acei- 
dents while the speed limit is ) being

Dangers of Golf, 


In the King’s Bench Division in London, 
on Thursday, Mr. Justice Sankey awarded 
£450 damages to a chauffeur . who 
had lost an eye in peculiar circum- 
stances, He'was driving his car along 
a road which runs paralle}) to “the 
“drive” from the 13th tee of St. 
Augustine's Golf Links, when the wind- 
screen was struck by a» golf ball and his 
eye was badly damaged by the shattered 
glass. The action was brought not only 
against the player who drove the offend- 
ing ball, but also against the Club, and 
Mr. Justice Sankey gave the plaintiff 
a verdict against both defendants. This 
judgment creates a very interesting pre 
cedent. Accidents will happen at golf 
as at every other game, and there are few 
courses which are not crossed by a foot- 
path or have not a public highway some- 
where in their vicinity. In the future, 
apparently, every club will be liable for 
damages in the event of an injury to a 
way faves who may be unlucky enough to 
be struck by a ball. In the case of 
courses which lie in the neighbourhood 
of public roads such a liability will be 
a serious matter. Mr. Justice Sankey 
consoled the clubs by telling them 
that they cou.u insure against accidents 
lor a very small sum ; but, insurance orno 
insurance, the risk of heavy damages will 
be a constant thorn in the side of nervous 
secretaries. 


Performing Animals. 


Last year the House. of Commons 
appointed a small committee to find 
out whether cruelty was used by animal 
trainers, and to draw up a report which 
would enable Parliament to deal with the 
matter. The committee hAs considered a 
vast amount of evidence of every kind, 
and its work has been tedious and ex- 
haustive. Now, however, its task is com- 
pleted, and its recommendations will be 
available for the consideration of Parlia- 
ment next week. Although these are not 
settled finally, a fairly accurate forecast 
can be given, Suggestions will be 
made to the effect that all animal 
trainers shall be forced by law to register, 
and shall be prohibit: d from teaching 
their animals certain tricks which capnot 
be acquired without pain and suffering. 
Another probable suggestion is that certain 
persons ought to be authorised to inspect 
the training of animals at any time, and 
that heavy penalties be inflicted upon 
delinquents. The English public is 
sensitive in these matters. Only a few days 
ago a man was fined five pounds for starv- 
ing a rat to death, and similar 
awards are being made daily in the courts. 
Any nation which is kind to its animals 
is sound at the core, and we hope that 
the British Parliament will live up to this 
maxim by passing the strongest Act which 
will “be compatible with fairness to the 
trainers’ interests.

Easy Divorce. 


An amusing situation has arisen out ol 
the constitution of Fiume as a Free State. 
In Italy absolute divorce -is impos- 
sible, but it is quite permissible under 
Giuman law. Consequently, Italian 
couples who have tired of married life, or 
werely desire a change, are flocking to 
the new Dalmatian State. Tialian 
nationality can be exchanged for that of 
Fiume without difficulty, and divorce 
decrees inthe Fiuman Courts present few 
obstacles. As soon as the decrees have 
been obtained the divoyced couples can 
return to lialy and vee ae re-naturalised 
tn a few weeks. Naturally, this queer 
development of the Treaty of Rapallo is 
causing some concern in Italy, The 
Partito Populare is extremely power- 
ful, and is strongly opposed to 
divorce in any shape or form. It has dis- 
covered the loop-hole of escape from 


mtrimony which Fiume offers to ill. 
assorted couples, and may be trusted to 
use cvery means in its power to rectify 
the mistake which created such an oppor- 
tunity. In the meanwhile, however, the 
divorce courts at Fiume are doing a roar- 
ing trade.

A remarkable story of a farmers 
courageous, but unsuccessful, fight for his 
home comes from Gorey.

According to our 
Gorey Correspondent, they were “' surprised " 
to find that preparations had been made for a

MR. PIERCE’ BEASLEY AND 
FREEDOM. 


“The word. ‘rebel’ has become a term of 
honour, and the idea of an Ireland without a 
national grievance comes as a shock to many.” 
Commandant-General Pierce Beasley ie reported 
by the Detroit Free Press of the 15th April to 
bave said in the course of an address during bis 
present visit to the United States as a member 
of the Commission from the Irish Provisional 
Government..

200 SHOTS IN AN HOUR.

F LAT MURDER. | 
TRUE FOUND GUILTY. 
SENTENCE OF DEATH 


INSANITY AND THE 
LAW, 


Ronald True, airman, aged 30, was 
found guilty, of the wilful murder of 
Gertrude Yatés, otherwise Olive Young, 
at her flat in Brompton, and was sentenced 
to death at the Old’ Bailey, London, yes- 


terday. ., i 

The trial lasted five days. 

In his summing up, Mr. Justice McCardie 
éaid that English law was complex, both in 
civil-and criminal cases, in regard to insanity. 
Foreign codes were simpler, and the language 
used wae broader, and wider discretion was 


given to a tribunal. i 

It was plain, in his opinion, that insanity 
from a medical point of view was orfe thing; 
inganity from the point of view of criminal law 
was a different thing. Some things plainly 
were not insanity. Mere love of bloodshed was 
not, of iteelf, ineanity; nor -was boastfulness 
nor mere eccentricity, ‘There! must be mental! 
disease before there could be insanity from 
the point of view of the criminal law. The law 
he should put before the jury would be in 
some ways in advance of the law ag it was 
stated in 1843, in the MacNaughton case, which 
he considered wae not clear or oxhaustive. 

He put to the jury the question—“ Was there 
mental] disease ”” and said that they had-to 
consider . whether the delusions which the 
prisoner was stated to be euffering from were 
inventions, or real delusions. He did not think 
that the evidence about the formation of a 
murderers’ club came under the latter category. 

Doctors said that True was certifiably insane 
row and when the crime was committed. But 
the jury had to consider whether he was insane 
within the meaning of the criminal! law. 

His lordship then put to tho jury the arf 


of questions which he framed during the argu- 
ments on Thursday evening, and after observ- 
ing that the case bad given him much anxiety 
because of the conflict as to the law, he said 
that he would leave to them the point whether 
the prisoner took the woman's lifo in ap 
epileptic seizure. ; 

In conclusion, his lords!tip reminded the jury 
óf the Roya) prerogative of mercy, and said 
that while they might well desire that no maf 
who’ was insane should be found guilty of wilful 
murder, be wished them to realise that if a 
man was not actually insane within the mean- 
ing of the English criminal law it was vital 
that. a jury should vindicate the law with iron 
firmness. . ; 

The jury were absent an hour and a half. 

In reply to the Clerk of Arraigns, the fore- 
man said that they found the prisoner guilty 
of wilful murder. 

Asked if he had anything to ear, True replied 
in a clear voice: “I am innocent, my lord, 
that is all.” | 

His lordship paesed sentence of death, which 
True heard quite calmly, and then turning 
ewiftly, walked rapidly from the dock to the 
cells. 

His voung wife in court kissed her fingers to 
him, and his acknowledgment. was a ‘military 
salute. ;

ALLURING PROSPECT. 
STORY OF PRIZE-DRAWING 
FRAUD, 


Yesterday, at the Old Bailey, London, Sidney 
Dew (31), traveller, and Mark Dew (40), engi- 
neer, who were charged with covspiring to de- 
fraud persons by means of investments in “ the 
International Securities Corperation,”’ and with 
obtaining various sums of ‘money by false pre- 
tences, were found guilty, and semtenced each 
to vine months’ imprisonment in the second 
division. 

It transpired that a cireular was issued adver- 
Lising various British and French securities, in 
which, it was asserted, that Oredit . National 
1920 Bond holders were eligible to win prizes 
ranging from 50,000 to 1,000.000 francs at a single 
drawing. The total value of prizes in eight 
annual draws were to be 20,000,000 francs, com- 
prising eight, prizes on 1,000,000 franca, eight of 
£00,000 francs, sixteen of 200,000 francs, twenty- 
four of 100,000 francs, and. forty-eight of 50,000 
francs. The total! outlay necessary to participa- 
tion in this chance of winning a fortune was 
fixed at £25. ’ 

Evidence was given thal many persons were 
indu¢ed to part, with their money, and that the 
defendants established an office in .Brussels, in 
which they installed a “ chief accountant,"’ who 
was a seventeen vear old youth named. Arthur 
A. Crowe. His duties proved to consist merely 
in receiving letters.on behalf of the “' cotpora- 
tion,” and .retransmitting ..them.ta the de- 
fendants in Londen. He was personally con- 
ducted over to Brussels by Mark Dev,

The Genoa Conference has lasted for a 
month, and it is time that the citizens of 
this country asked definitely and insis- 
tently whither Europe is being led. What 
is happening in Genoa is of immense im- 
portance for the presperity and security 
of évery man and woman in this country.

Fhev would have recovered from their home- 
sick ness long before that. ) 

One rather gathers that Alexander's exploits 
gained somewhat in the telling, and that his 
conguest.of the excellent Porus was a personal 
rather than a military one. Porus, who knew 
his Orient, no doubt explained gently, but 
irmly, to his distinguished visitor that an 
attempt to travel still further east on his 
reputation would be disastrous. One does not 
desire to belittle one of the world’s great 
heroes. The astonishing thing is that personality 
still cougted for so much in Alexander's day, 
and that he should have had so much of it. We 
urselves live in an age of pygmies. Personality 
still counts—-or would if it were there to count—

STIMULATING THE 
IMAGINATION.

A PLEA FOR THE CINEMA IN 
EDUCATION. 


The greatest fault that can be found in the 
cinema, according to Mr. St. John Ervine, is 
thet it kills the imagination. Surely the reverse 
is true? How often is it yot urged against 
the cinema that it excites the youthful imagina- 
tion unduly? 

Mind and eye are brought into active eo- 
operation in watching the figures on the screen, 
in analysing their motives, in understanding 
their actions, and full play is given to the 
imagination by the development of swift and 
sudden situations and by the rapid succession of 
unexpected incidents. . 

Events move quickly, and where the eye fails 
to grasp them the mind invariably fills the 
blanks and completes the details... Ask a child 
what he saw “ at the pictures,” and he will im- 
mediately give you a vivid and highly coloured 
description, of the episodes which he witnessed. 
Ask him to describe the same episode abotit 
which he has read and his mind is less clear. 
His thoughts are confused; he cannot quite 
remember. 

Experiments made with children show that 
they remember longer and more clearly what 
was shown ‘them by the film than even what 
they had seen by the aid of a magic lantern. 

A useful suggestion has now been made that 
advantage should be taken to test comparative 
values. so far as retention of memory is con- 
cerned, of stage aud sereen play by allowing 
the same children to: recount their yea 
of both. It is worth adopting now when film 
story and stage play often run concurrently. 


CINEMAS AS EDUCATIVE FORCE. 


This question of visual as compared with oral 
instruction is one to which much attention is 
being devoted in France, where the number of 
schools jn which cinematography plays an im- 
portant educational part has been greatly in- 
creased. In Paris alone it has jumped from 27 
to 400. In Ireland very little, if anything, is 
being done in this direction, and, perhaps, we 
shall have to wait for a return to normal times 
before the native authorities can give the 
matter the consideration it deserves. In Great 
Britain some progress is being made, but it 
compares badly with the advance recorded in 
France and America. 

Reference was made in these notes tome 
weeks ago to the latest D. W. Griffith dream 
in the shape of a series of films dealing with 
the brotherhood of man and the desire of 
mternational peace. Rumours are now current 
that this dream: is likely to be realised, and 
that a film which shall be a sort of ambassador 
of universal peace will eventually be produced 
under the direction of the distinguished Ameri- 
can producer. li is stated that two-thirds. of 
the money necessary for the first of the series 
has been promised from official and semi-official 
aources in England, the remaining third being

The !Postmaster-General. 


- 


ONE of the members of the. Provisional 
Government has come into more in- 

timate contact with the general public 
du his short term. of office than 
7 In every country 
the Postmaster-General seems to be considered 
fair prey for popular criticism, and Mr. Walsh 
was vot long in his present post before he 
found out that it was likely to be anything 
but a sinecure. Since he took over from the 
British authorities he has been bombarded by 
deputations. looking. for improvements in the 
lrish postal services. Stamp maniacs have 
dogged his. footsteps. Cranks of every descrip- 
tion have lain in ambush for him on his door- 
mat, while the inevitable inventor has sought to 
make his life a burden. 

Like Mr. Michael Collins and Mr. O’ Hegarty, 
the Secretary of the Provisional Government, 
Mr. Walsh is: a native of County Cork. He was 
born in the West Carbery district 41 years ago, 
although he does. not look nearly so old. Both 
his father and his grandfather had been rro- 
minent supporters of the Irish political move- 
ment, and the future Postmaster-General learnt 
rebellion at his mother’s knee. 

In common with eo many: others who have 
come into prominence recently, he entered the 
postal service in 1897, being employed in the 
General Post Office in Cork. It ig interesting 
to note that, of the candidates for the examina- 
tion at which Mr. Walsh was successful, at 
least. three who failed aro now in high positions 


is the manager of an important railway com- 


any. | . 

Shortly afterwards he began to turn his at- 
tention to athletics. He was a very 
athlete himself, and set about*the task of 
organising Gaelic sport in Ireland on a league 
basis. He worked like a. Trojan towards this 
end, being. mainly responsible for the intro- 
duction of Gaelic games into some of ‘the Irish 
colleges, which hitherto had confined themselves 
to the better known games of the Saxon. As a 
result of his achievements, Mr. Walsh was 
elected President of the Cork County Board in 
1906. Since that time he has never relaxed his 
interest in Irish games of all sorts, and even 
now, when he is Postmaster-General, with a 
thousand - pressing preoccupations, one of his 
chief concerns -is the Tailteann Games, of which 
he has been appointed official Director by Dail 
Eireann. 

But Mr. Walsh’s life has not been all sport; 
far from it. In 1908. while still in the 
twenties, he was electact to the Cork City 
Council, and had the distinction of being the 
youngest Councillor’ in Ireland. About this

time he began to take politics seriously. He 
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MR. J. J. WALSH. 


was one of the earliest Sinn Feiners in the 
South of Ireland. In 1912 he introduced a rifle 
club into Cork, and thus, in a sense, he became 
the pioneer o the militant movement, which 
culminated in the formation of the Irish Repub- 
lican Army. 

When the Irish Volunteers were formed in 
Dublin, in 1913, Mr. Walsh took charge of 
County Cork, and NI his district with 
his austomary energy: He 


Was in the chatr at the 
famous meeting in the Cork City Hall that year 
when Sir r Casement made a speech, 
and got a broken head for his pains. 

In 1914 he was deported from Ireland, but 
returned six months afterwards, to take an 
active part in the preparations for the Easter 
Rebellion in 1916. ben the time came he was 
in the Dublin Post Office, under James Connolly, 
and was appointed ‘‘ Postmaster-Genera/ ” in 
Pearse's rst —“ Provisional Government.” 
Then he was sentenced to death, being 
reprieved, and condemned to a long stretch of 
penal servitude. In 1917 he was released under 
the terms of the general amnesty, but was 
arrested immediately afterwards, and sen- 
tenced to two years’ hard labour. While he 
was undergoing this term he went through the 
famous “ Ashe ” hunger strikes, and had to be 
fed forcibly on several occasions. 

Again he was released before the expiration 
of his sentence, and again he was arrested, in 
1918. This time his sentence was the same as 
before, and he was faced with another two 
years in prison. But somehow or other he got 
free very quickly. I think that he escaped, 
only: to * re-arrested for the fourth time in 
1919. By this date his arrest had become 
an annual event, and Mr. Walsh must have 
been getting quite accustomed to it. But the 
sentence was very sliff-five years’ penal serv'- 
tude—so Mr. Walsh made up his mind to 
escape. Oa the day after his trial he and 
twenty other -prisopers got over the wall of 
Mountjoy Jail, and disappeared into obscurity. 

From that day until late in 1921 Mr. Walsh 
was “on the run,” now in Cork, and now in 
Dublin. He had numerous narrow escapes from 
arrest, and used his speed as a cyclist on many 
occasions to evade his pursuers. Everybody has 
heard how, when the police and military raided 
his shop in Dublin, Mr. Walsh dashed into the 
adjoining barber's establishment, and was 
having his face lathered when the detectives 
‘arrived. On another occasion he was seen to 
leave Cork by the afternoon train for Dublin, 
and when he arrived at Kingsbridge he found 
that the platform was in the possession of 
Crown Forces, whose duty it was to arrest him. 
Being of a resourceful nature, however, Mr 
Walsh, did the obvious thing, which, apparently, 
had never entered into! the heads of ‘the men 
who were waiting for him. He simply got out 
of the train on the “ off” side, walked along the 
line for a few yards, and left the station on 
foot. 

But such hick could nqf last for ever. He 
was captured in 1921, and had quite a lively 
time at Parkhurst, where he led a revolt! He 
was transferred to Shrewsbury Jail, that grue- 
gome place where, as Housman tells us, 
trains all night groan on the rail 
To men that die at morn, 
and, refusing to wear prison clothes or to obey 
conviet regulations, was put in solitary confine- 
ment for six months. 

Mr. Walsh has been a memLer of Dail Eireann 
since 1914, when he was elected senior member 
for Cork City, with the highest number of votes 
in Ireland. He was not one of the original men 
who were chosen on the Provisional . Govern- 
ment, out was appointed by Mr. Collins as the 
first Postmaster-General’ of the new State. 

He has been only a few months in his post, 
but even in that short time he has given proof 
of a desire to bring the Itish Post. Office 
up to a high level of efficiency. His office i 
Merrion street is a most interesting place. Ail 
the people with whom he has surrounded him- 
self speak Irish fluently, and even the diminu- 
tive telegraph messenger who sits on a chair in 
the ‘outside office reading, as all boys will read, 
a penny dreadful, wearer the Fuainne. 

Like Mr. Collins, Mr. Walsh has raven black 
hair, and is whet is known quite erroneously 
as a “really Celtic type.’ Black hair does not 
denote Celtic origin, t that is neither here 
nor there. He is very tall, and has the “ cut ”’ 
of an old athlete. His long, loping stride is 
becoming quite familiar to the peor le of Dublin, 
for he can be seen regularly on his way to and 
from hie offices. He has not yet reached the 
stage at. which @ nigh powered eee car seems 
to become an essential part of a itician’s 
stock-in-trade. -

Displayed upon black velvet settings over 
the sideboard and in other conspicuous places 
the family service of gold and the rich and 
antique, drinking cups presented. by the Sove- 
reigns of Great Britain were a sight to be re- 
membered by favoured visitors. 

The next place of interest is the picture 
gallery, the floor being of shining rquetry, 
strewn with occasional tiger and other skins. 
In each window is a cosy tée-d-féte. Spanish 
leather covered cabinets, settees, chairs, and 
tables of rare design and workmanship, old 
china, and portrait busts on marble pedestals 
are disposed at either side between the windows. 

A fireplace in Carrara marble commemorates 
such important events in the history of the 
family as the purchase of the Castle by the 
fourth Earl; the head of the family serving in 
the office of Cup Bearer to the King;/ Richard

Outside the door of the picture gallery is a 
Moorish staircase in Caen stone, a handsome 
structure which leads up to the chamber which 
was prepared for the reception of the Empress 
of Austria. The corridor communicating with 
this, and known as the Imperial Chamber, is 
decorated for some distance with tapestries, 
parchments of great age, and many other ob- 
jects worthy of minute description. 

Another chamber off this ‘corridor 
with engravings from* Shakespearean scenes. 
Under the window lies a beautiful view of 
Kilkenny--St. Canice’s, the Franciscan Abbey, 
St. Mary’s Cathedral and St. Mary’s Church, 
and the River Nore; while just beneath is & 
terraced garden, with a fine chestnut grove to 
the left, and a fountain in the centre. 

Returning by the Caen stone stairway to the 
floor beneath, you find the dfaw!ngroom, 
library, and ante-room, The tage. go walls 
are hung with brocaded Irish poplin of gold 
colour, and it is beautifully furnished. It 
would be greatly to be deplored should any 
damage result from present happenings to the 
historic Castle of Kilkenny, which contains art 
treasures of immeasurable value. 

The first Duke of Ormonde is referred to in 
history as the ' Great Duke.” In 1715 the 
second Duke, in a fit of anger, because of the 
unjust charge that he had conspired against 
William III. and Queen Anne, went to France 
and actually joined the Stuarts. He died in 
exile. The estates, amounting in revenue to 
£80,000 a year, were forfeited. In 1791 the 
Irish House. of Lords restored the estates to 
John Brtier, of Garryricken, who became seven- 
teenth Earl of Ormonde, and, although the 
family possessions continued to be extensive, 
they were small compared with what they were 
at the time when the second Duke retired to 


France. 
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SOME FAMOUS IRISH RACEHORSES—IV. 


TY cannot be questioned that Pretty Polly 
was one of the most famous mares in 
the history of the Turt, and assuredly it is 
the ease that of all the progeny of her 
celebrated sire—Gallinule—she was the 
greatest. Bred by the late Major Eustace Loder 
at the Evrefield Lodge Stud, Athgarvan, on 
the borders of the Curragh, she was foaled in 
1901, and, as in the ease of all the best stock 
that the Major bred in this coyntry, she was 
sent to race in England. 

Irish sportsmen feel not a litile 
when those who produce horses iv this country 
do not give a share of their support to home 
racing, and from time to time afford them a 
‘glimpse ” of some of. their Lrish-bred, though 
English-trained, cracks. France got a glimpse 
of “ Peerless Pretty Polly,” as she came to 
known. but after she left Ireland in her 
yearling days she never returned until her 
racing career had ended and she was to go to 
the stud. 

It is true Ireland had no race of the 
value of the Prix du Conseil — 
which Pretty Polly tried to wim, but, then, Ire- 
land had a “claim” to see the filly which 
France had not; and Major Loder had associa- 
tions with Ireland which he had not with La 
Belle France. And so regret was expressed in 
Ireland that “Polly ” was not sent to run in 
the land of her birth. 

Irishmen’ are essentially sportsmen. They 
really love the sport of racing for its own sake, 
and not for the proceeds which may be ob- 
tained from it, and they have. “ felt hurt,’’ not 
once, but frequently, in being passed over by 
owners who have, as the result of using Ireland 
as a brecding ground, come into the possession 
of great, horses. There is less reason howadays 
for this “passing over ' than there was in 
bygone years, when stake values were small and 
notable events few and far between. 

Pretty Polly was trained for Major Loder at 
Newmarket, Cambs:, by Mr. Peter Purcell 
Gilpin, a Kildare man. Mr. Gilpin cain 
for many years in his native country, and also 
held an official position here under the Irish 
National Hunt Steenlechfse Committee, before 
he set up as a trainer in England, where he 
was not long about making his mark, chiefly 
by the aid of the Trish-bred horses, some owned 
by himself, and others committed to bis charge 


by his various patrons. 


FIRST RACE. 

The wonderful mare did not rum until the 
June of her two-year-old days, and she made 
her bow in the British Dominion Two- Year-Old 
Plate at Sandown Park. She was opposed 
by nine others, but, being a débutante among 
others that had had previous experience in 
public, she was not "' fancied " by the public and 
started at. a long price. John’ o’ Gaunt and 
Jack Hawthorne were expected to contest the
